BIG BAY BRIDGE HEARING §

hearing in that city today. The 
hearing is being conducted under 
the auspices. of the board of army 
engineers. 

Mayor E. J. Garrard at the city 
council- meeting last night stated the 
bridge to be one of the greatest un- 
dertakings attempted by cities in the 
hay section.. The council} were un- 


animously in favor of the project. 


Several plans are to bel submitted 
to the engineers conducting the 
hearing among which is the proposi- 
tion of Charles Evan Fowler of Se- 
attle, 

Fowler’s designs, which have been 
worked out in minute detail, pro- 
vide for three spans of 2000 feet 
each, between Telegraph Hill and 
Goat Island, with a clearance of 150 
feet, at high tide. The hollow of 
Goat Island would be crossed with 
a viaduct. Similar construction 
would carry the bridge to Oakland, 
The estimated cost is $75,000,000, 


providing for all possible increase of. 


traffic within the next 100 years. In 
discussing his plan, Fowler said: 

The Goat Island location gives the 
best traffic connection for Oakland, 
Berkeley and the greater part of 
Alameda county. The bridge land- 
ing at Telegraph Hill makes it easy 
to connect with an elevated system 
having a distributing loop up and 
down Market. street with gradient 
of Jess than 2% per cent.
